CHICAGO (U,P.) - Jitterbug
dancing is “neurotic and unwar-
ranted, and a letting out of ex-
cessive energy,” but if it serves
to break down American opposi-
tion to American men dancers
it will have some value, accard-
ing to Martha Graham.

A “Real Soldier”

Sergeant Schumacher was a
“private in the rear rank in the
last set of fours” in the famous
old Seventh Cavalry from 1913
to 1920. His commanding officer
was the late Col. Thompson, a
fiery officer of the old school.
General Pershing was in com-
mand of the Mexican Expediti-
onary Force that chased Villa
without success from March 1916
| to February 1917 thru the des-
| erts and mountains of northern
Mexico.

Schumacher insists that the U.
